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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  October  was  estimated  at 
58,265,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Eoard  reports.  This  is  3 percent  more  than 
in  October  1964  and  6 percent  larger  than  the  1959-63  average  for  the  month.  The 
January-October  cumulative  output  this  year  was  up  2 percent  from  the  10-month  total 
in  lo64  and  6 percent  from  the  5 -year  average.  Production  declined  14  percent 
seasonally  from  September,  compared  with  15  percent  at  this  time  in  1964  and  I 3 per- 
cent on  the  average  in  the  1959-63  period.  Temperatures  during  October  averaged 
below  normal  in  all  of  the  country  east  of  a diagonal  line  from  western  Terras  to  the 
Upper  Peninsula  of  Michigan.  Above  average  temperatures  occurred  in  the  remaining 
re stern  portion. 


Ice  cream  production  increased  from  October  1964  in  all  regions  of  the  c 
except  the  Pacific,  where  it  decreased  1 percent.  Output  was  4 percent  more 
the  North  Atlantic  and  the ‘South  Central  Regions.  Increases  of  5 percent  ccc 
in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  Mountain.  Production  increase 
percent  in  both  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  the  South  Atlantic.  In  the 
leading-producing  states,  manufacture  was  up  5 percent  in  ITev  York  and  1 perc 
Pennsylvania,  but  was  down  2 percent  in  California. 
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Compared  with  the  October  1959-63  average,  production  increased  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Central,  where  it  decreased  2 percent.  Regional  increases  ranged 
from  2 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  to  14  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Production 
was  up  6 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  9 percent  in  the  East  North 
Central.  Output  was  4 percent  more  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  and  13  percent 
larger  in  the  Mountain,  production  was  0 percent  more  than  the  average  in  New  York 
and  13  percent  larger  in  California,  but  it  was  3 percent  less  in  Pennsylvania.

U.S.  production  of  ice  mill:  in  October , estimated  at  16,535,000  gallons,  is  6 
percent  more  than  in  October  1964  and  35  percent  greater  than  the  195 9 “11  average 
for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  announced.  The  total  output  through 
October  this  year  was  7 percent  larger  than  in  the  first  ten  months  of  last  year 
and  39  percent  greater  than  the  5“2/ear  average.  The  seasonal  decline  of  24  percent 
between  September  and  October  this  year  was  the  same  as  in  both  1964  and  the  average 
of  the  1959-63  period.  All  regions  shoved  sharp  declines. 

Compared  with  October  1964,  production  increased  in  all  regions  except  the 
South  Central  and  the  West,  where  it  decreased  moderately  in  both.

October  output  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States,  at  3,040, 000  gallons,  is  10 
percent  larger  than  in  October  1964  and  17  percent  greater  than  the  1959-63  average 
for  the  month.  Cumulative  production  in  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  was  about 
the  same  as  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1964,  but  it  was  6 percent  more  than  the 
1959-63  average.  The  seasonal  decline  from  September  to  October  was  21  percent, 
compared  with  25  percent  in  1964  and  26  percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding  5- 
year  period.  All  regions  showed  seasonal  decreases.  Compared  with  October  1934,

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milkfat  in  October  is  estimated  at  3* 970* GOO  gallons.  This  is  4 percent 
smaller  than  in  October  1964,  but  5 percent  larger  than  the  1959*63  average  for  the 
month.  The  J anuary-Octoher  total  output  this  year  was  about  the  same  as  in  the 
first  ten  months  of  last  year,  but  it  was  8 percent  more  than  the  5-pear  average. 

Production  declined  17  percent  from  September  to  October,  compared  with  14 
percent  at  this  time  in  1964  and  12  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1959*63  period. 
Output  increased  from  September  to  October  in  Oklahoma,  while  it  held  steady  in 
Arkansas  and  Montana.  All  other  producing  states  showed  seasonal  decreases. 

Compared  with  October  1964,  production  was  less  in  Texas,  Oklahoma,  Arizona, 
Montana,  and  California.  Increases  occurred  in  all  other  producing  states.

Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  in  October  was  estimated  at 
1; 5o5jOOO  gallons:  7 percent  more  than  in  October  1964  and  15  percent  larger  than 
the  1959~63  average . The  January-0 ctober  output  this  year  was  2 percent  more  than 
in  the  same  period  last  year  and  9 percent  larger  than  the  1959*63  10-months'  aver- 
age. Output  declined  47  percent  from  September  to  October,  compared  with  46  per- 
cent at  this  time  both  last  year  and  in  the  1959*63  period.  Seasonal  decreases 
occurred  in  all  regions . Compared  with  October  1964,  production  increased  in  all 
regions  except  the  West.
